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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicants submission filed on 
December 29, 2004 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to methods of amplification of DPD using two particular sets of 
primers, SEQ ID Nos: 1 and 2 and SEQ ID Nos: 7 and 8. The prior art, based 
fundamentally on Gonzalez, provided a prima facie case of obviousness of these 
primers. However, the declaration filed by Applicant on December 29, 2004, 
persuasively demonstrated unexpected results for the specific primers SEQ ID Nos: 1, 
2, 7 and 8. In particular, sections 6 and 7 of the declaration, were persuasive to show 
that the specific primers were unexpectedly better in amplification than other, similar 
primers. Therefore, the prima facie case of obviousness has been overcome and the 
claims are novel and unobvious.
